LAUNCH AREAS 


SeveFT launch areas comprise tiie launcit 
facilities of the complex. I-i\-e of these ' Areas 
A. B. C., n, and h.') are T\'pe II launch; areas and 
two 'Areas P and Gi are Type III launch areas. 
Paunch, .\reas 13 and C h.ave a Type II .Mod a') 
confipuration with th.e two missde-ready build- 
inps p(^sitioned c^n an apron alonp tite center road 
ot t!ie area. 1 Ite buddinps are parallel to eac}: 
other n.nd to tlie lonp axis of tite area. Titese 
were probabP' tiie first two launch; areas co::- 
structed at tliis complex. Paunc:: Areas P. 
and P are 1 \-pe II < .\ lod with, tlie read\' build- 
inps positioned to the rear of and in line with, tire 
launcli pads. None of ti:e launch; areas with: in 


^ th.e co:<^,plex have the ready buildings canted at an 
angle to the long axis of the launch pad, as has 
been observed at some oth.er deployed launch 
areas. Power traces or ground scars lead to 
all launch, areas except Areas E and G.wh.ere it 
may closeK' patuillel tlie road and not be dis- 
cernible. All tlte TA'pe II launch areas are se- 
cured by double fences enclosing an area of .S5 
to on acres. 

Gonstruction ('^f Paunch .\reas A. B, C. and 
P is ccmnpleted and I.aunch Area E is in a mid- 
sta^re of const ruct ion . Imiunch Areas F and G 
are under con.struct mn with; F being the most 

advanced. \o detinite stage of construction lias 
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road, oqii i St a:':: from lau-ich pads. I'r.e struc- 
ture is approximately -'>0 b\' “5 feet arxi ma\' be 
semiburied. A scarred area located jus: forw 'ir^! 
of the probable control bunker ma\- be caused by 
traffic between pads or by buried cables between 
rl^e control bunker and tiie launch, pads. On.e 
otlier structure is located at tiie forward end ('>: 
the launch area. 

'Idle launch support facility- consist in^l 'Of 
about 20 buildinjzs of \'arious sizes is located 
2.500 feet south of tlie launch area. Fifteen of tlie 
larp;er buildin^as range in length from 115 to 140 
feet. Seven of tliese buildings probably provide 
teclinical support and are ar-ranged in a pattern 
similar to rliat of oth.er launch support facil it ies. 
'Fct the rear of tlie support facility’ along tiie ac- 
cess road is an area containing m iscel lan.eous 
buildings. :i s mal 1 borrow p it . and scarrine. dhis 
activa\- probabU- represents tlie construction 
camp supporting tlie construction of the launch 


LAUNCH AREA B 

Fauncli Area B has a Type II iMod a) con- 
figuration. and the ready buildings measure ap- 
proximately 170 by 105 feet (Figure 3A Two 
buildings, one a probable control bunker, are 
located just to tlie r ight of the center road through 
the launch area. Two scars between launch pads 
pass on either side of the probable control bun- 
ker. I'o the left of the center road and forward of 
th.e ready buildings is an area about 140 bv 85 
feet which ma\' be a sem iunderground or a low 
structure. Anotiier building, 100 by 45 feet, is 
located at tiie forward end of the launch area to 
tlie right of the center road. 

Just forward of the ready buildings a sliort 
road leads to tiie left and terminates directl\' to 
tiie rear of tlie left launch pad in a clearing tliar 
conriins an unidentified structure. Anotiier 
clearing is located just off tlie access road on 
tlie riglit side of tiie launch area. This clearing

is not directlN' in line witli the lannch pad bnt is 
offset to the riglit. No fac il it ies can be observed 
within t’nis clearing. 

The launch support facil ir>' . located between 
the complex main road and the 1 aunch area . con - 
sists of 15 buildings about 140 feet in lengtli and 
about 10 smaller structures. One low structure. 
possibK' earth co\'ered. is located c'>n the eastern 
edge of tiic support facilitx* and is enc ircled b\' a 
road. At ti-.e northern edge of tiie support facil- 
it\'. two sltor: roads appear to lead into a cir- 
ci’lar road pattern about 250 feet iTi d iam.eter . A 
portio:t of t;'.e road is ncd visible and max- be 
obscured b\- a small dr i ve-t!tr<'>ugit strLicture. A

LAUNCH AREA C 

Launch Area C has a Type II ('Mod a'i con- 
figuration, and the two ready buildings measure 
approximately l^O b\- 105 feet .Figure A 

probable control bunker is located to tlTe r iglit of 
tlie center road between launclT pads. d'wo 
structures, both approximateK' 140 feet in lengti-!. 
are located in the same position as at I.auncii 
Area B -- one at the forward end of the launcli 
area and t:ie other slightly to the rear of th.e 
launch pads. A few smaller structures are lo- 
cated to the rear of th.e read\' buildings. .\s at 
I^auncl'i .\rea B, a small structure is located at 
tite end of a road behdnd th.e left r>ad. and a 
cleariiig is located off tiie access road along th.e 
right side of the launcli area. 

Th.e launcii support facil it\' to tlxe rear of rite 
latmcit area contains 14 buildings 140 by 40 feet 
and at least lO smaller str ucr tires. .\ probable 
cons: r act ion caniD with, track act iv it\' and ir)to 15

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LAUNCH AREA E 


l.auncli .\rea F. lias a Type II O.Iod bl con- 
figuration and appears to still be in th.e midstage 
of construction .I'igure 6'i. One read\' bu i Id ing is 
under construction behind the left launch* pad. .5 
probable control bunker. approximateU' 70 feet 
long, is cerrtrally located to the left of tlie center 
road. A hard surface iias been prepared at the 
left launch, pad, but onl\' scarring and con- 
struction activitN' is evident along the right side 
of tiie launch area. .X building area is located 
about -1,000 feet west of the launch area and north 
of ti'ie complex main road. Four large bui Idings 
are located close to the road, and just to the north 
th.ere is a probable Iiousing area of about 15 
buildings. 

LAUNCH AREAS F AND G

tile southern, enc or tJie support ruciliL\'. h'i%'e 
nearby smaller structures arranged in a 1'- 
sbaped pattern are probabl\' apartm. ent -t\’pe 
bw'ildings. A probable family-t\-pe iiousiny unit 
of 24 small structures is located on tiie west 
side of the area. A barracks area witii about 
^^0 small structures and 9 piultistory barracks 
130 by 40 feet occupies the northern part of the 
support area. Several other miscellaneous 
buildings of various sizes are situated through- 
out this area. 

T'he main rail spur branches into at least 
two and probabK' four spurs serving a logistical 
support area east of tiie barracks area. 'Tiiirteen 
large warehou.se-t\’pe buildings .ire located alone: 
tiie rail spurs witii 12 to 15 smaller .structures 
in tlie immediate area. d he westernmost rail 
spur continues on to an area of ^y)robable con- 


nearbv smaller 


.struct ion camp. hour long .structures or piles 
or material are near tiie rail spur aloing witii a 
probable concrete batch ing plant . Open storage, 
piles of material, and track activity are evident 
throughout this area. 

Along the eastern side of the complex main 
road is an area of act iv' ity ith an irregular road 

■net, 15 to 20 small structures, and three probable 
warehouse buildings, one of which mav be drive- 
tiirougii. 

The rail-to-road missile transfer point is 
located at tlie northern end of the support fac il itv. 
The main rail spur enters this area with a spur 
appearing to curve around two small structures, 
ti'.en terminating on a fill. A road parallel ing the 
rail spur joins the complex main road at one end 
with, a 5 intersection and terminates in a loop 
pattern at tb.e ocher end. The total lengtli of the 
road, including the loop, is 3, 100 feet. The turn- 
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CONSTRUCTION BASE 


This insialianion probably ser\'e-s as a tor^ 
ward construction camp for the launch complex 
and as a facilit\' for handling materials shipped 
by rail for transfer to construction sites . It lies 
on both sides of the complex main road and is 
served by rail from the line serving the area of 
peat cutting and processing a round the villages of 
Basyanovskiy . 'I'he spur line branches into two 
sidings witliin the installation (^Figure iig 

I'hc primary activity is concentrated in an 
area about 3,500 by dOO feet paralleling the com- 
f3lex main road along the northern side. Open 


storage amd piles of material are evident 
thro’ae'hout tiic area, h'wo buildings are located 
in tips area. ( )ne is 325 b\' 65 feet and is ad ja- 
cent to a probable concrete batclt plant : ti^e otlier 
is a wareh.ouse -t\'pe btiilding 155 by “*0 feet near 
th.e terminus of tire nortiiernmcTst rail spur. 

South, of the complex main road is a housing 
area containing S multistory quarters 140 b\' 40 
feet, 10 smaller ba r racks -t\'pe buildings, d prob- 
able mult ifamily -t\-pe quarters, and several 
small miscellaneous structures.
